President Wilson to Attend 
Sfrnple Memorial Ser­ 
vices in the Navy 
Yard 


WASHINGTON, May 8.— Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels will sail at mid- 
1 night tonight on the Mayflower to 
join the funeral ship Montana 
to* 
morrow off the Virginia Capes and 
convoy the cruiser bearing the sev­ 
enteen American dead from 
Vera 
Cruz to New' York. 
While the plans for the funeral In 
New York Monday have not been ful­ 
ly completed it is thought at this time 
that the Montana will reach the Bat­ 
tery in New York City convoyed by 
the battleship Wyoming and prob­ 
ably the Tennessee early Sunday af­ 
ternoon. 
Early Monday morning the 
funeral cortege will start from ‘ the 
Battery for the Brooklyn navy yard. 
By that time President Wilson will 
have joined the funeral party.
